To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  Huyton-with-Roby  for  the  year  1954,  and  I am  happy  to 
report  that  this  compares  very  favourably  with  that  of  previous  years. 

The  birth  rate  at  19.2  per  1,000  estimated  population  showed 
little  change  compared  with  1953,  but  was  still  appreciably  higher 
than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  which  was  15.2. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  at  11.9  per  1,000  estimated  population 
compares  favourably  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  which 
was  11.3. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  29  per  1 ,000  live  births  and  showed 
a marked  decrease  compared  with  the  previous  year,  when  the  rate 
was  39.  This  mortality  rate  is  the  lowest  yet  achieved  since  the 
expansion  of  the  district  into  the  present  township. 

I am  happy  to  report  that  no  maternal  death  occurred  during  the 
year  under  review. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  much  lower  than  the 
previous  year  due  to  a decrease  in  whooping  cough  and  scarlet  fever, 
although  there  was  a slight  increase  in  measles,  728  cases  being 
notified,  compared  with  672  cases  in  1953. 

Six  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year  compared 
with  fifteen  during  the  previous  year.  Only  one  case  had  been 
immunised,  and  four  of  the  cases  were  all  members  of  the  same 
family. 

No  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  notified  during  the  year,  but  a death 
from  the  disease  was  assigned  to  the  district  of  a person  normally 
domiciled  here,  but  who  was  at  that  time  living  in  another  district. 

The  incidence  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  showed  a slight  reduc- 
tion, fewer  cases  being  notified  amongst  females.  During  the  year 
a very  close  liason  was  maintained  with  the  Local  Chest  Clinic. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
my  thanks  to  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  en- 
couragement during  the  year,  and  to  the  officials  of  the  Council,  in 
particular  to  Mr.  Colin  Cooper,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  their 
assistance  at  all  times.

Scarlet  Fever  : — 

Twenty  two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  The  number  of 
cases  notified  during  the  preceding  five  years  were  as  follows  : — -

Four  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  and  the  other  eighteen  cases 
were  isolated  at  home.  In  the  main  the  cases  where  of  a mild  type. 

Diphtheria — 

Six  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with  fifteen 
cases  in  1953,  four  of  the  cases  being  members  of  one  family.  Only 
one  case  had  been  immunised.  dTiere  are  no  deaths  to  report.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  new  cases  of  respiratory 
tuberculosis  amongst  males  remained  the  same  as  during  the 
previous  year,  but  a marked  reduction  in  notifications  occurred 
amongst  females.  The  notification  of  respiratory  tuberculosis 
still  remains  high,  an  experience  shared  with  many  areas.  The 
explanation  may  well  be  that  as  a result  of  detailed  investigations 
carried  out  by  Chest  Clinics,  Mass  Radiography  Units  and  diligent 
supervision  and  investigation  of  contacts,  cases  have  been  brought 
to  light  which  previously  might  not  have  been  notified. 

Deaths  from  the  disease  have  again  shown  a decrease.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I have  again  to  report  that  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department 
has  proceeded  satisfactorily  during  the  past  year. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  1954  Census  figures  for  the 
County  of  Lancaster  were  officially  declared,  and  as  a result  this 
Council  became  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  and  Shops  Act 
Authority,  for  this  area. 

Housing  conditions  generally  are  satisfactory.  The  Housing 
Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954  has  not  caused  any  undue  activity  in 
the  district,  two  Certificates  of  Disrepair  only  having  been  applied 
for.  On  the  other  hand  we  are  somewhat  disappointed  and  find 
ourselves  still  unable  to  make  the  full  use  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936, 
Section  9 especially  in  the  case  of  some  of  our  “ not  so  old  ” property 
as  we  had  anticipated. 

We  have  continued  in  our  efforts  to  give  every  attention  to 
food  premises. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Staff  for  their  help  and 
co-operation  during  the  year.

Ice  Cream. 

There  are  47  premises  within  the  district  from  which  Ice  Cream 
is  sold.  Forty-five  are  dealers  only,  and  two  are  manufacturing 
dealers.  Of  the  latter  one  is  making  a hot  mix,  and  the  other 
uses  the  complete  cold  mix  powder.  Premises  are  frequently 
inspected  and  all  operations  regularly  scrutinised.  Conditions  are 
satisfactory  on  all  these  premises. 

There  are  7 vendors  of  ice  cream  registered  under  the  Lanca- 
shire County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act,  1951.
